Such 
as wilfully abſent themſelves, or, being preſent, behave indecently 
or irreverently, ſhall, if Commiſſioned Officers, be brought be- 
fore a Court-martial, there to be publickly and ſeverely repri- 
manded by the Prefident ; if Non-commiſſioned Officers, or pri- 
vate Soldiers, every Perſon ſo offending ſhall, for his Firſt Of- 
fence, forfeit Twelve Pence, to be deducted out of his next Pav ;

WW HEN any any Commiſſioned Officer ſhall happen to die, or 
be killed, in Our Service, the Major of the Regiment, or 
the Othcer doing the Major's Duty in his Abſence, ſhall imme- 
diately ſecure all his Effects or Equipage then in Camp, or in 
Quarters; and ſhall before the next Regimental Court-martial 
make an Inventory thereof, to the end that his Executors may, 
after the Payment of his Debts in Quarters, and Interment, re- 
ceive the Overplus, if any be, to his or their Uſe. 


ARTICLE II. 


When any Non-commiffioned Officer or EY Soldier ſhall 
happen to die, or to be killed, in Our Service, the then Command- 
ing Officer of the Troop or Company ſhall, in the Preſence of Two 
other Commiſſioned Officers, take an Account of whatever Effects 
he dies poſſeſſed of, above his Regimental Clothing, Arms, and 
Accoutrements ; which ſaid Effects are to be accounted for to his 
lawful Heirs, as is above directed.

Notwithſtanding its being directed in the Eleventh Section of 
theſe Our Rules and Articles, that every Commanding Offcer is 
required to deliver up to the Civil Magiſtrate all ſuch Perſons un- 
der his Command, who ſhall be accuſed of any Crimes which are 
puniſhable by the known Laws of the Land, yet in Our Garriſon 
of Gibraltar, Iſland of Minorca, Forts of Placentia and Anna- 
polis Royal, where Our Forces now are, or in any other Place 
beyond the Seas, to which any of Our Troops may be hereafter 
commanded, and where there is no Form of Our Civil Judica- 
ture in Force, the Generals or Governors, or Commanders reſpec- 
tively, are to appoint General Courts- martial to be held, u ho are 
to try all Perſons guilty of wilful Murder, Theit, Rob:
